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CFG Looks at Zoning Issues Here 


TRAFFIC LICHT OKAYED AT LAST 
FOR MARDAH ROAD INTERSECTIOH

State Senator Leo Green announced Monday night that 
he and several other officials have succeeded in persuading 
the State Highway Administration (SHA) to install a 
traffic light at the intersection of Mandan and Greenbelt 
Roads. 

Getting the traffic light “took a lot of voices, a lot of 
help and a lot of support,” Green said.

Paul Aggarwal, principal 
planner with the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, was 
keynote speaker at Citizens 
for Greenbelt’s (CFG) an¬ 
nual membership meeting on 
March 27. He presented the 
current zoning status of 
tracts of land in and around 
Greenbelt. Also present at 
the meeting was Dr. Walde- 
mar Klassen, successor to 
Dr. Paul Putnam as Direct¬ 
or of Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC). 

Zoning Presentation 

Aggarwal outlined the proce¬ 
dure followed in reviewing the 
College Park - Greenbelt Master 
Plan adopted in 1970 and the 
ensuing Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment (SMA). He emphasized that 
onife this process is completed, 
it will be difficult for a developer 
to achieve revised rezoning, be¬ 
cause of a requirement to show 
a mistake in the revised Master 
Plan or SMA which is expected 
to be near completion by 1985. 
Aggarwal noted that live Green¬ 
belt citizens are on the Master 
Plan Citizen Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. 

In presenting the zoning of 
17 tracts, Aggarwal warned that 
development of all is virtually 
certain (with development of 
some already in progress). Th« 
only uncertainty concerns when 
it will occur, and any possible 
rezonings. Among these tracts 
are parcels 1 and 2, currently 
zoned R-R, permitting up to a 
total of 850 units for both tracts. 
Parcel 2, 72 acres, is surplus 
land. 

The majority of the remaining 
tracts are in East Greenbelt and 
are presently zoned for higher 
density development. Among 
these are: Green Holly Woods, 
zoned R-T for a maximum of 195 
townhouses; the Tidier tract, 
zoned R-R (now under petition 
for rezoning to R-T, as reported 
in the News Review, 3/29/84); 
and the Smith Ewing tract, zoned 
R-10 (now under petition for 
C-0, commercial office). In ad¬ 
dition, Sunrise Condominiums, 
just south of Greenway Center, 
is zoned R-IG, for 478 condomin¬ 
iums. Greenway and adjacent 
Trade Center offices, presently 
consisting of 265,000 square feet 
of stores and restaurants, plus a 
Holiday Inn and two Maryland 
Trade Center buildings, is sched¬ 
uled for two more buildings and 
a Martin’s West banquet hall. 
Capital Office Park is zoned for 
a total of eight buildings, three 
of which are completed and one 
under construction. 

The resulting scenario of fu¬ 
ture high-density development 
drew groans from the audience, 
including a **Down-zone it all!” 
from Irene Hensel. Councilman 
Tom White said the Tidier tract 
should be left in R-R, Mayor 
Weidenfeld asked whether an ar¬ 
gument he’s heard from develop¬ 


ers that the terrain is too steep 
for free standing homes (result¬ 
ing in too much tree removal) is 
valid. Aggarwal replied in the 
negative; he judged that it is 
generally possible (within cer¬ 
tain guidelines) for free standing 
homes to be built on the same 
type of terrain that would be 
suitable for townhouses. 

Planning and Zoning Report 

Planning and Zoning Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Barry Schlesinger, 
in an overview of his commit¬ 
tee’s main concerns during the 
past year, cited three issues: the 
possible sale of BARC land, legis¬ 
lation to reinstate Article VII 
into the Prince Georges County 
Charter (PG413), and the pro¬ 
posed rezoning of the Tidier 
property from R-R to R-T. Two 
parcels in BARC had been desig¬ 
nated surplus, but through citi¬ 
zen, city, county, state and con¬ 
gressional lobbying the proposed 
sale has been put on the back 
burner. CPG’s efforts to reinstate 
Article VII, however, did not 
fare so well. Schlesinger reported 
that though there was “enthu¬ 
siastic support” of PG 413 on the 
part of several local jurisdictions, 
it failed by a 13-7 vote in the 
Prince Georges delegation to the 
Maryland House of Delegates. 

As reported in the News Re¬ 
view (3/22/84), Greenbelt’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board (APB) 
opposed the bill in its report to 
the City Council, but listed two 
provisions that it did support: 
1) citizens’ associations having 
legal standing in zoning cases 
and 2) citizens’ rights to petition 
to referendum a zoning < text 
amendment. Schlesinger was un¬ 
happy with APB’s failure to ad¬ 
dress certain arguments in favor 
of reinstating Article VII, such 
as the requirement for master 
plans to be more meaningful, and 
the abolishment of floating zones. 
(A developer need not show a 
change in the character of the 
neighborhood to achieve a re- 
zoning to a floating zone such 
as MXT). 

Council voted 4-1 to favor the 
two provisions recommended in 
the APB report, Schlesinger re¬ 
ported. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
had opposed the motion because 
he wanted more clarification as 
to exactly what would constitute 
a citizens’ group that would have 
legal standing in zoning cases. 
Tom White had then moved that 
PG 413 be referred to next year’s 
legislative package for council 
review; the motion passed, 3-2, 
Weidenfeld and Bram opposed. 

New officers elected for 1984 
are: Eunice Coxon, president; 
Keith Chernikoff, vice president; 
Joyce Martin, secretary; and 
Herbert Jones, treasurer. 

In his 1983 president’s report, 
Steve Curtis proposed that CFG 
join with other local citizens’ 
groups to jointly sponsor a 
Candidates’ Night, rather than 
have several separate ones as 
in the past. Turning to zoning 
matters, he took issue with the 
sentiment that “the current build¬ 


ing boom products are what we’ve 
been waiting for” and asserted 
that the “uncontrolled develop¬ 
ment . . . portends a great leap 
backward in quality of life for 
many of our citizens with the 
heavy urbanization and its re¬ 
sulting increase in crime, air, and 
noise pollution, and vanishing 
green space.” He urged CFG to 
“strongly support the incorpora¬ 
tion of Article VII into our 
county charter.” 

Dr. Klassen told CFG members 
that BARC, consisting of 850 
parcels of land, recently informed 
the Property Review Board that 
the center has “no excess land.” 
(An update will appear in a later 
issue of this newspaper.) H'S 
announcement was greeted with 
applause.

The announcement came dur¬ 
ing the Greenbelt city council 
meeting on April 23. Delegates 
Gerard (“Jerry”) Devlin and 
Joan Pitkin (D-23) and Prince 
Georges County Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi, who were also in¬ 
fluential in persuading the SHA 
to approve the light, accompan¬ 
ied Green in making the an¬ 
nouncement. Delegate Charles 
(“Buzz”) Ryan and County Exe¬ 
cutive Parris Glendening were 
also given ^ledit for helping to 
get the light. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said, 
“We appreciate what you all did 
to help us.” He said that install¬ 
ing the light was “a matter of 
life and death” because without 
it, it was just a matter of time 
before a fatal accident occurred 
at the intersection. 

Although the SHA has agreed 
to install the light, Green said, 
if installation goes through the 
normal bidding process, it is like¬ 
ly to take several months. “We’re 
going to try to expedite it,” he 
said. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens, speaking to the officials on

Center School Teacher Honors Black Americans

In a room full of pictures, 
names, games and books, 
Wylene Burch has created 
an atmosphere of living 
history at Greenbelt Center 
School. 

In honor of Black History 
Month, the 3rd/4th grade teach¬ 
er created, from her own col¬ 
lection of hundreds of items, a 
panorama from floor to ceiling, 
and spread over tables and desks, 
to aid students in learning of Ihe 
earliest as well as the latest 
achievements of black Americans 
in areas ranging from science to 
sports and music. 

Some of the most popular ex¬ 
hibits are the “Did you know?” 
(little-known contributions such 
as the design of the first traffic 
light, the invention of the potato 
chip, and the fact that the first 
president of Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity was black) and the “Why 
are these people famous?” ta¬ 
ble spread with pictures of black 
Americans. 

Burch, in her 12th year of 
teaching but her first year in 
Greenbelt, wants children to real¬ 
ize that black people have played 
important roles throughout the 
history of our country, so she has 
an abundance of newspaper ar¬ 
ticles and books on display. But 
she doesn’t neglect the figures of 
today who get the children the 
most excited—like Michael Jack-, 
son. The Rev. Jesse Jackson’s 
place in contemporary politics is 
known by most of the children, 
but the display points out that 
Bonnie Johns, a black woman, is 
chairman of the County School 
Board. 

“Children learn best tnrough 
pictures. They are used to TV,” 
Burch said. She has gathered 
pictures of stamps and coins hon^ 
oring black Americans as well 
as pictures of black writers, de¬ 
signers, dance and music per¬ 
formers who the children might 
not realize are black Americans. 


Children going through the ex¬ 
hibit room usually have a project 
or special interest to work Dti, 
so their pencils and paper are 
at the ready. Burch, with a 27- 
year-old daughter who is a speech 
pathologist and a 24-year-old son 
who is a first lieutenant in the 
Army, understands the curiosity 
children have about their origins 
and begins the exhibit with an 
item called “A Nation of Orig¬ 
inals.” She feels it is important 
for children to learn that from 
the earliest times in America 
black men and women were 
leaders in education, politics and 
science not just stereotyped fig¬ 
ures in the roles of slaves and 
folk musicians. She points out 
that the first black U.S. Sena¬ 
tor was Blanche Bruce who was 
elected to represent Mississipui 
in 1875. 

Burch’s wider vision comes 
from having spent 22 years as 
the wife of a serviceman and 
9 years, in France, Germany and 
Japan, Her husband, Olger, is a 
retired Army Colonel. They now 
live in Laurel. She received her 
college degree in Louisiana, and 
her tolerance for various view¬ 
points is evident in her inclusion 
in the exhibit of comic books, 
records and tapes by and about 
Black Americans. She also admits 
to the children that history is 
still being made and that her 
exhibit represents only a few 
examples. 

She encourages children and 
adults who want to learn more 
about the contributions of black 
Americans to visit the Banneker- 
Douglass Museum of Black His 
tory on Franklin Street in An¬ 
napolis. 

Burch has been nominated for 
a National Education Associat'on 
award in the area of Human and 
Civil Rights for her extraordi¬ 
nary collection, but she has al¬ 
ready received what she treas¬ 
ures most—the wide-eyed enthu¬ 
siasm of the young people who 
move through her special room. 


Homeowner’s Association, said, 
“We greatly appreciate your ef¬ 
forts.” The intersection is the 
main entrance to the Windsor 
Green development. According to 
Putens, who had long ago made 
a personal commitment to obtain¬ 
ing the light, the intersection has 
been responsible for 42 accidents 
in the past 28 months. 

According to Senator Green, 
the signal system will include left 
turn phases in both directions, 
pedestrian walk lights on both 
sides, and will be activated by 
traffic approaching from Mandan 
Road. 

Serious efforts by the city to 
have a light installed at the in¬ 
tersection began more than a 
year ago but were continually 
frustrated by the response — the 
intersection does not meet the 
SHA’s criteria for placement of 
a light. So the city council asked 
Senator Green and the others to 
try to convince SHA that a light 
was needed. 

Green said he asked the SHA 
“to take into consideration the 
peculiar nature of the contour 
of the road and future develop¬ 
ment.” 

Castaldi said “There weye all’ 
kinds of analyses done to show 
that this was not a normal inter¬ 
section.” He cited the curve of 
the road; the hill, which limits 
visibility; and the nearby Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt Senior High School 
as “significant factors” to be 
considered reasons for installing 
the light. He also said that the 
county Board of Education had 
requested that a “school cross¬ 
ing” light be installed. 

The city council had attempted 
to force a ban on occupancy of 
the Green Holly Woods town- 
house development, which is un¬ 
der construction adjacent to the 
intersection, until the light was 
in place. But the ban was over¬ 
ruled by the county planning 
board in February. The developer 
tried at that time to obtain a 
light for the intersection but 
was unsuccessful.

Plogman

Suzanne M. Plogman, a 
30-year old Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent and community activist 
has been named county 
**young careerist of the 
Year’' for 1984. She is chair 
man of the Prince Georges 
County Commission for 
Women and is currently 
running for a delegate seat 
to the July Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention. 

In a recent interview she de¬ 
scribed herself and what it is 
like to be a young woman so 
involved in politics. 

Plogman, a special education 
teacher at Northwestern Senior 
High School, is also vice presi¬ 
dent of the Northern Prince 
Georges National Organization 
for Women (N.O.W.) and a 
member of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Educator s' Associa¬ 
tion (PGCEA), a director of the 
Family Crisis Center in Brent¬ 
wood, Md., a member of the 
Greenbelt Community Relations 
Advisory Board (CRAB) and a 
member of the Bowie-Crofton 
Business and Professional Wom¬ 
en's Club. 

She also belongs to several 
political organizations, including 
Ploughman and Fisherman (the 
fundraising arm of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party in Prince Georges 
County), the County Women's 
Political Caucus, Citizens for 
the Right to Choose, and the 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club. 

Plogman also serves on the 
Board of Directors of the Green¬ 
belt Cultural Arts Center and 
the Northridge Homeowner's As¬ 
sociation, Inc. And she serves as 
Public Relations Chairperson for 
the Save Our Services Commit¬ 
tee in Greenbelt, which is working 
with other groups to keep the 
cooperative supermarket, gas sta¬ 
tion and pharmacy from closing. 

Childhood Influences 

Her father, who was president 
of a shipbuilders union in her 
hometown of Baltimore, sparked 
her interest in politics. He de¬ 
scribed himself as a ‘‘Humphrey, 
Truman, Roosevelt Democrat,” 
Plogman said. But it has only 
been in the last few years tnat 
she has become really active in 
politics. 

While she was working toward 
a master's of education in spe¬ 
cial education at Hood College 
in Frederick, Md. and later at 
the University of Arizona, she 
wasn't too active in politics. In¬ 
stead, she said, she concentrated 
on her studies. 

It wasn't until she came to 
the Greenbelt area that her politi¬ 
cal spirit began to grow. “This 
is the place that I really became 
active,” she said. 

She feels that Prince Georges 
County is a good place for some¬ 
one interested in political life to 
start because politics here is still 
powerful. “There is a Democratic 
machine here that I think still 
exists,” she said. 

But she also feels women hold 
a low percentage of public of¬ 
fices and she wants to change 
that. “I am committed to in¬ 
creasing the number of women 
in the political process, but that 
doesn't mean I will always vote 
for a woman,” she said. Ameri¬ 
ca needs women who are “sup¬ 
portive and sensitive to women’s 
issues” as well as other issues, 
she said. 

Plogman, who lives with her 
husband in a GHI row house on 
Northway Road, feels women 
should “branch out into non- 
traditionai jobs,” Because of her 
activities and professionalism, 
the Bowie-Crofton Business and 
Professional Women's Club chose 


her as their “Young Careerist of 
the Year” for 1984 and she re¬ 
cently received a proclamation 
from the county council confer¬ 
ring on her the same title. Now 
she must compete against about 
30 other women for the state 
title. If she wins the state title, 
she then goes to the national 
competition. This program is de¬ 
signed to recognize a woman, 
18 to 30 years old, who is an 
achiever. 

Plogman is also running for a 
delegate seat, and she said the 
whole experience is interesting 
and exciting. “If I do go, I plan 
to work very hard for teachers 
and women,” she said. She is 
pledged to support Walter F. 
Mondale. 

She said becoming a candidate 
for delegate was easy. “I filed 


early to express that I was ser¬ 
ious,” she said. And from there 
things fell into place. 

Prince Georges County Execu¬ 
tive Parris Glendening, Congress¬ 
man Steny Hoyer and others who 
support Mondale put together a 
slate of potential delegates and 
Plogman was chosen to be part 
of it. 

‘T got on because I represent 
two groups—educators and wom¬ 
en,” she said. 

Succeeding and achieving were 
always emphasized at her all¬ 
girls high school and college, so 
most of what she does seenis 
natural to her. In the future, 
though, she realizes she must 
make some important decisions 
about having children and the 
direction of her career. She ex¬ 
pects her family to expana but 


also wants to remain active- 

She doesn't have any plans to 
run for an elective office in the 
future because she said that 
would depend on timing, and 
where she is in her life. However, 
she does feel she could someday 
hold a public office. “I think I 
have the capabilities to be in a 
political office. I'm comfortable 
in a leadership position.” she said
